Re: Astoria Golf & Country Club 
Dear Tom: 


This will acknowledge your letter of January 24, 1969, with 
respect to the above tax-exempt entity. 


At the time we represented the above organization and obtained 
an exemption in its behalf, we left the internal Revenue Service with the 
understanding that no more than 5 percent of its gross receipts would re- 
sult from the general public. It should be noted that the Internal Revenue 
€ Service is concerned with gross receipts from the general public and not 
the amount of profit derived from its activities in applying the 5 percent 
test. However, the fact that a profit is being made on this activity will 
also indicate that the members of the club are obtaining an economic bene- 
fit from the tournament described in your letter, which is prohibited. 


The golf tournament will not be considered to be open to the 
public if 75 percent or more of the participants are members of the club. 
In the event less than 75 percent of the participants are nonclub members, 
the gross receipts from the tournament could cause the club to lose its 
tax exempt status should the 5 percent limitation be exceeded. In this 
respect we suggest that the board members review all of the club's activi- 


ties to determine whether or not it is still complying with the above rule. 

The use of the club's facilities for wedding receptions will not 
cause the club to lose its tax exempt status if the use is limited to members 
only.

Article | — Government and Officers 
Section | - Board of Directors (Blue Book, Pg. |) 


Present By-Law: The entire management of this Club and its funds 
and property shall be vested in a Board of Directors, consisting of 
nine men, who shall be "proprietary" members in good standing. 


Proposed By-Law: The entire management of this Club and its funds 

and property shall be vested in a Board of Directors, consisting of 

nine men, who shall be proprietary members as defined in Section Il, 
Article I, in good standing who own ond hold a fully paid-up certificate 
of membership. 


Article Il - Memberships 
Section Il - Proprietary Members (Blue Book Pg. 4) 


Present By-Law: Proprietary memberships shall be limited to men 
twenty one years of age or older, Corporations ond Businesses. 


Proposed By-Law: Proprietary memberships shall be limited to men 
twenty one yeors of age or over who hold a proprietary certificate of 
membership or are purchasing one of the same upon a time payment or 
installment purchase plan, Corporations and Businesses. 
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Section iX - Rights of Members (Blue Book Pg. 7) 


Present By-Law: Only proprietary members shall have the right 

to hold office. All members except the social members, may play 
golf without payment of greens fees. Only proprietary members 
shall have the right to nominate and elect directors. 


Proposed By-Law: Proprietary members exclusively, cs defined in 
Section II, Article Il, shall have the right to nominate and elect 
directors and to vote on amendments to these by-laws and other 
corporate business, but only those proprietary members holding a 

fully paid proprietary certificate of membership shall have the 

right to hold office or be a Director. All members may play golf 
without payment of green fees and have use of the clubhouse ‘ 
facilities except that social members must pay green fees in order 
to play golf. 


Article 1!V - Membership Certificates A 
Section | - Ownership of the Club (Blue Book Pg. 7) Pe 
Present By-Law: The ownership of the Club shall be vested in the 
holders of its proprietary certificates. Each proprietary member 

shall be entitled to own and hold one such certificate. 


Proposed By-Law: The ownership of the Club shall be vested in the 
holders of its proprietary certificates of membership. Each proprietary 
member shall be entitled to own and hold one such certificate upon 
payment in full of his entrance fee as provided in Section I, Article V, 
and shall accrue no equity in any such certificate until so fully paid, 


Article V - Fees, Dues and Assessments 
Section | - Fees, Dues, and Assessments (Blue Book Pg. I0) 


Present By-Law: The amount of entrance fees to be charged the 
several classes of membership as herein designated shall be fixed by 
the Boord of Directors provided that the entrance fees for all 
proprietary members entitled to a fully paid-up membership certificate 
shall not be less than $330.00. 


Proposed By-Law: The amount of entrance fees to be charged the 

several classes of membership as herein designated shall be fixed by 

the Board of Directors provided that the entrance fees for all proprietary 
members entitled to a fully paid-up membership certificate shall not 

be less than $330.00. The board of directors may provide that proprietary

Article XI - Special Meetings (Blue Book, Pg. 15) 


Present By-Law: 25% of the proprietary members in good standing 
shall constitute o quorum for the transaction of any business and 
proprietary members only shall have the right to vote. 


Proposed By-Law: 25% of the proprietary members as defined in 
Section Il, Article II, in good standing shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business and only such proprietary members 
shall have the right to vote. 


After a general discussion, the motion carried, There were 68 members 
present and 18 proxies.
